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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Greenfield: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

Supervision 

In  the  last  several  annual  reports  I  have  attempted  to  set 
forth  what  we  are  doing  in  the  primary  grades  with  the  import- 
ant subject  of  reading.  This  emphasis  is  constantly  being 
held,  and  is  extended  to  the  succeeding  grades  year  by  year. 
The  pupils  who  were  in  Grade  One  when  we  began  this  special 
drive  are  now  in  Grade  Four,  except  those  who  have  had  to 
proceed  more  slowly  in  order  to  receive  the  greatest  benefit 
from  the  reading  instruction. 

As  one  observes  the  instruction  in  these  grades,  one  sees  many 
evidences  of  the  superiority  of  modern  methods  in  the  teaching 
of  reading.  The  interest  of  the  children  is  more  keen  and 
real;  their  confidence  in  their  own  ability  is  greater;  the  pro- 
gress of  the  timid  child  and  of  those  who  are  by  nature  slower 
than  the  average  is  more  sure  and  steady,  because  they  are  not 
forced  to  try  to  keep  the  pace  of  the  faster  workers. 

More  concrete  evidences  of  gains  in  reading  ability  in  the 
various  grades  should  appear  as  time  passes,  for  results  in  the 
standardized  tests  used  should  reveal  what  the  gains  may  be  in 
reading  and  in  the  other  subjects.  Already  there  is  some 
evidence  of  the  improvement  of  the  pupils  in  the  upper  grades, 
who  did  not  have  this  reading  program  while  in  the  primary 
grades  but  have  had  the  benefit  of  the  increased  attention 
teachers  have  given  to  reading  in  the  middle  and  upper  grades. 
The  average  gains  of  the  pupils  in  these  grades,  as  indicated  by 
the  scores  they  made  in  the  reading  tests  of  the  Stanford 
Achievement  Tests  in  successive  years,  is  shown  in  the  follow- 
ing table. 

This  study  includes  all  of  the  pupils  in  the  eight  towns  of 
this  Supervisory  Union.

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1938,  had  gained  .85  of  a  normal  year's  growth  since  taking  the 
test  in  October,  1937,  when  they  were  in  Grade  IV;  but  in 
October,  1939,  when  they  were  in  Grade  VI,  they  had  gained 
1.11  in  a  year;  when  they  had  reached  Grade  VII  (in  October, 
1940)  they  had  made  a  gain  of  1.31  in  that  year. 

A  similar  study  of  the  pupils  in  Grade  IV  in  October,  1940, 
shows  that  they  gained  1.25  from  the  time  they  were  tested  in 
Grade  III  in  October,  1939.  This  measure  may  not  be  so  re- 
liable as  those  set  forth  in  the  table,  however,  due  to  the  fact 
that  we  use  the  Metroplitan  Test  in  Grade  III  and  the  Stan- 
ford in  Grade  IV,  and  the  scores  are  not  quite  comparable. 

Budget 

The  School  Board's  estimate  for  1941-42  shows  a  material 
reduction  in  the  amount  of  money  required,  reflecting  the  dim- 
inishing enrollment  of  pupils  in  the  school.  In  the  group  of  items 
headed  "Support  of  Schools,"  which  corresponds  to  the  items 
subject  to  state  aid,  the  transportation  of  pupils  is  estimated 
at  the  present  cost  of  $1139,  a  reduction  of  $136  from  last 
year's  estimate.  Against  this  is  an  increase  of  $50  in  "Other 
Expenses  of  Instruction,"  to  cover  the  additional  cost  of  pro- 
viding instruction  as  required  by  law  for  a  crippled  child  un- 
able to  attend  school.  (This  is  in  fact  a  statutory  requirement 
but  is  classified  under  the  heading  "Other  Expenses  of  Instruc- 
tion.") 

Under  "Other  Statutory  Requirements,"  the  amount  esti- 
mated for  high  school  tuition  is  $300  less  than  last  year,  but 
this  is  offset  in  part  by  the  $175  that  will  be  required  to  pay  for 
insurance. 

The  total  amount  required  to  meet  the  School  Board's 
budget  is  $261  less  than  last  year. 

The  estimated  income  of  the  District  includes  the  usual 
estimate  of  $100  from  the  Dog  Tax,  and  $53.83  state  aid.  The 
cost  of  maintaining  the  school  the  current  year  is  materially 
lower  than  was  estimated  a  year  ago,  so  that  we  anticipate 
having  a  cash  balance  of  $600  or  more  at  the  end  of  this  fiscal 
year,  June  30. 

The  assessment  required  to  balance  the  School  Board's 
budget  is  $5,136.17,  approximately  $1,000  less  than  was  raised 
for  the  budget  and  painting  the  school  house  last  March.
